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DETAILED ACTION 

The following action is in response to application 10/650,225 filed on August 28, 2003. 

Drawings

1 . 121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The 
replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 
1 . 12 1(d)) so as hot to obstruct any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted 
by the examiner, the appUcant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in 
the next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Election/Restrictions 

This appHcation contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of 
the claimed invention: Transmission 1 w/ claw: Figs. 2-3 (w/ claim 17)

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. Currently, claims 13, 16, 19, and 24 are generic.
